RAIDERS WIN 15, DROP 12 

SCHEDULE TOUGHEST IN HISTORY 


The rampaging Purple Raiders, who threw a bombshell into the Inter¬ 
collegiate Conference last season by capturing a co-ownership of the Wilson 
Trophy with the long-time champion Mustangs in their second year of 
competition, cooled somewhat this season Some nights the team seemed 
to be clicking on all cylinders and other nights they couldn't play winning 
ball The Varsity Raiders finished the season with a 15-12 record In Inter¬ 
collegiate action they won six and lost four, which was good enough to nail 
down third place along with a rejuvenated Toronto Varsity Blue squad 

After weeks of intense practice Coach Red Nantais took the wraps off 
the 1954-55 edition of the Raiders at the University of Detroit Field House, 
in the opening clash with the Titons. Detroit's Decker, Feflers, and All- 
American candidate Guy Sparrow racked up field goals to pace o Titan drive 
early in the first half. With the score 15-5 Dick Kennedy and Hugh Coyle 
turned on the power to spearhead an Assumption counter-rally, which car¬ 
ried the Raiders to within two points of Detroit. The superior height of the 
Titons and their ability to control the backboards at both ends of the court 
began to tell late in the half and they rolled to a 39-27 lead. 

In the final half the purple pack with some flashy floorwork outscored 
the powerful Titans who managed to stave off the Raider onslaught in the 
fading minutes of the contest 
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MocKENZIE (24) AND BOROWEIC (20) TEAM UP TO FRUSTRATE MARAUDER FORWARD JOHNSTON (42) 


Just three days later the Raiders, in their home 
debut, unleashed a terrific attack against the Law¬ 
rence Tech Blue Devils before 2000 fans, defeating 
them 94-77. A red hot Lou Veres scored with a bar¬ 
rage of field goals from every part of the floor, to 
lead the attack with an impressive 26 point output. 
Lanky senior Chuck Coll ini playing a fine gam; 
both ways pushed 12 points through the hoop. 
Coyle also hit for 12 points and George Joseph after 
an unspectacular start against Detroit Titans re¬ 
turned to his flashy, razzle-dazzle form to net 11. 

The Detroit Tech Dynamics, following LIT into 
St. Denis Hall, exploded ond handed Assumption its 
second defeat of the seoson. The Dynamics appar¬ 
ently still smarting from the humiliating 94-56 defeat 
the Raiders handed them lost year were on fire. Their 
game, marked by rpeed, aggressiveness and deter¬ 
mination, kept the Purple Pack off balance and gave 
them a slim 62-56 victory. Several weeks later the 
same American squad, still on fire, won the second 
game of the series 73-69 

The Raiders, playing host to the former champion 
Tri-Bells, "masquerading" as the Nortown 98's, 
ecked out a 76-72 victory. Highlight of the contest 
was the return of spectacular Freddy Thomas, one of 
Canada's all-time athletic greats, to St. Denis Hall, 
the scene of his greatest triumphs, for the first time 
since he played his final game for the Purple and 
White in the spring of 1949 Student fans applauded 
him sincerely, ond there was a tear in his eye as the 
game got under way. The night belonged to Freddy. 

Assumption took possession of the ball at the tip 
off and their first shot failed. Thomos took the re¬ 
bound and for a moment gave those who had come 
to watch him a brief, unspectacular exhibition of his 
ballhandling wizardry. He passed to Maynerick. The 
Nortowns' field goal attempt rimmed the basket and 
Thomas, fighting for the rebound, twisted in mid-air 
and fell hard on a knee he had injured previously. 
Thomas was slow in getting up and he had to be 
helped off the woodwork. The injury might well have 
ended Thomas' career in the same gym where it 
began in 1946. Fortunately, however, the 30-year-old

athlete returned to the basketball wors and played a 
steady game against the Raiders in the second tilt of 
the series, in which Assumption walloped the 98's 
84-57. The Rochester flash, George Joseph, shone in 
both contests, hitting for 25 points at home and 20 
in the Queen city. 









Assumption toppled the University of Rochester and Aquinas College 
for their third and fourth victories of the season, while the tough University 
of Buffalo Bulls, coming out on the long end of an 82-61 score, were the 
third team to find the Raiders' mark. 

Coach Nontais pried the lid of the campaign for 1955 Senior Inter- 
collegiote honours by chalking up an impressive 85-48 victory over Queen's. 
The Raiders' fast break was clicking like crazy and within 10 minutes they 
had forged a 10 point lead. By the half they had built up a 46-27 lead. 
In the final stanza the Golden Gaels withered and fell hopelessly behind 
Veres, who caught fire early in the season, garnered 25 points, in his finest 
performance of the year. 

The Raiders then took thot devastating “good-will" tour to Niagara, 
Kingston and Montreal. In an exhibition contest the Purple Eagles of 
Niagaro U, one of the finest basketball powers south of the border, clobbered 
the Raiders 99-55, in winning their twelfth gome of the season. Queen's, 
bent on revenge, were red hot; they won their game 74-66 In Montreal the 
Redmen of McGill scalped the purple pack by a 79-74 score, to win their 
first Intercollegiate contest Sensational Redman Mikalachki was the best 
player on the floor; playing a good game both ways he potted 25 points. 
At the half. Assumption led by one point and in the second half they took 
over the lead several times, however, a last minute Redman rally, and an 
effective freeze play gave Montreal the gome 

Following the road trip the Raiders enjoyed a home game winning spree. 
Lawrence Tech was set down for the second time and a spectacular 92-48 
revenge victory over McGill put Assumption on the title trail once again. 
Diminutive Ed Chittaro turned in a solid defensive game and hit with four 
dazzling field goals.

Adrion, the pride of Michigan, brought its 13 game 
winning streak to St. Denis Hall, laid it on the line 
and lost it to the "underdog" Raiders by a heart¬ 
breaking 64-63 score. The game was the most 
thrilling sporting event that ever took place in St. 
Denis Hall. It was one of those contests sports fans 
see only once. After leading through the first three 
quarters the Raiders found themselves a bosket 
down with 40 seconds left in the game. Adrian put 
the ball in deep freeze and coolly resisted all at¬ 
tempts to regain possession . . . they were on their 
way to their fourteenth straight victory The big 
crowd was going wild. With five seconds remaining 
on the official clock, Dick MacKenzie scooped the 
ball out of the hands of astonished Adrian guard, 
Birchfield and scooted half the length of the floor to 
tie the score with a beautiful layup. Time had run 
out but MacKenzie was fouled on the play. Fans who 
had alreody streamed onto the floor struggled to 
remain silent as the big forward calmly swished his 
first foul attempt through the hoop to win the game, 
and then they hoisted him and his teammates to 
their shoulders and carried them away in triumph.
